It is devoted to the purpose of freeing 
the German people/'"fgrom autocratic 
rule. 


Its chief literary contributor, and, I 


doubt not, its chief material contribu- 
tor as well, in the author of "I Ac- 
cuse." He signs himself "A German," 
jusl as ho signs his books. And there 
is no doubt, that he 
ia a 
German, 


though a rare one. indeed. 


"A German" scoffs at the kaiser's 


assumption of divine right. He con- 
demns the doctrine of the Superman. 
He contends a victory for the kaiser 
in this war would bo worse for the 
German people than a victory for the 
allies. He admires and approves the 
poicy of President Wilson. 


would rise to repel an invasion from 
any quarter. But as a rule, thoso who 
speak German are in sympathy with 
Germany, and those who speak French 
in sympathy with France. Certainly 
that is true of the "newspapers. Thos* 
newspapers 
most 
pronouncedly pro- 


German are, of course, owned in .Ger- 
many. Many Swiss concerns, particu- 
larly newspapers, banks, 
hotels 
and 


factories, are owned in Germany. 


Probably never in all history has * 


government controlled the press of its 
land and influenced that of. adjacent 
neutral lands, 
as*' does the German 


government. 


The newspapers of 
Germany deal 


almost altogether with war news arid 
war policy. They are MO much alike 
in policy thiit. one might imagine all 
to be edited by the same individual. 
\ln effect they are. The inspiration 
for all comes from the same fount. 
"\Vilhelmstrasse edits the newspapers 
of Germany. 


Now and then a newspaper, such as: 


Vorwaerts, jumps over the traces, say* 
ing something" that has not had tha 
approval of "Wilhelmstrasse. It is first 
given a chance to print a denial. If it 
refuses, the paper is suspended a day. 
a week, or even permanently. 


It is curious how all sing the samo 


song, on the same day. 


For instance, when Italy was .bold-

Tne plan of having a city manager 


•is now being boomed as a means of 
•bolstering up the discredited commis- 
sion form of municipal government. 


Where it is grafted upon the gov- 


ernment as conducted by a commis- 
sion, the manager takes charge at the 
departments,. relieving 
Ihe 
commis- 


sioners of the responsibility of direct- 


The 
commie- 


administrative 


injr them personally, 
sion then drops 
the 


•function and becomes merely a legis- 
lative body but the members continue 
to draw the same salaries and to re- 
main on the job like so many Stough- 
ton bottles. 
This idea comes from 


the same towns, and cities that gave 
us the commission form of 
govern- 


ment.. That is good and sufficient rea- 
eon for suspecting it. 


Dayton, Ohio, the home of munici- 


pal fads, has chosen a city manager 
to overcome the defects in its com- 
mission form of government, but as 
the commission selects the manager, 
there is but slight chance of any im- 
provement. Water never rises above 
its own level except when it is 
pumped. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., is 
the 
only 


other city of any consequence that has 
chosen the city manager, although 
•there are about fifty towns, .or "cities" 
as they style themselves, ranging in 
population from 1,181 (South Charles- 
ton, Ohio) up to 50,000 that .have "city 
managers." Kansas is another hotbed 
of such governmental fads and in that 


_Btate we find the city of Wichita, with 


a population of 52,450, paying a salary 
Of $10,000 per annum to a city man- 
ager. 


It would appear that there is a sort 


of .propaganda for city managers, an 
employment office, so to speak. The 
"Short Ballot Bulletin" announces that 
any number of them can be secured 
from New York, from among the ad- 
herents of former 
Mayor 
Mitchell, 


now being thrown out of 
office 
by 


Mayor Hylan. 


In these fad-ridden cities, the city 


manager idea has 
been 
swallowed 


with as much unquestioning avidity 
as was the commission form of gov- 
ernment -some years ago. The city 
manager is supposed to supplement 
the .commission, but where he assumes 
all 
administrative functions, what 


need is there for the commission to 
.remain as chairwarmers in the mu- 
nicipal building with nothing to do 
-that should occupy more of their time 
than1 a few hours n week? 


It is useless to try to prop up the 


commission government by adding a 
-city manager. 
That is only making 


.a bad matter worse. The only reliet 
lies in the adoption of Charter Plan B 
with or without modifications such for 
example as Lynn has provided in 
making the term for heads of depart- 
ments three years, yet all removable 
at any time for cause. 
That is what 


• the city of Lowell needs so far as We 


can judge from oxir triarof the com- 
mission government for ha.lf a dozen 
years. \\Tc want representative gov- 
ernment by representative men with 
a mayor who will be vested with the 
proper functions 
of 
chief executive. 


This we can obtain by a government 
made up of mayor and a single cham- 
ber including one representative from 
each ward and six others aJl elected 
at large. 
Our citizens, it is hoped, 


will move in this matter to have the 
change made at the next state elec- 
tion. The voters are ready far the 
change and it is bound to come. 


revenues would be kept at a normal 
figure. It could not fail to secure re- 
sults; bul whether the public would 
take kindly to the fare that would be 
considered necessary, is another ques- 
tion. 


In all probability this plan would be 


preferable to state ownership, and it 
might be well to give it a trial. 
It 


must be remembered that the collapse 
of such a system as the Bay State 
must inflict serious financial loss upon 
many investors and upon many banks 
that hold the company's securities. 
This plan, it seems, would have many 
of the advantages of state ownership 
without the more aggravating evils. 
It would give the patrons of the road

Mr. Patrick O'Hearn broached 
the subject at a meeting of the board 
of trade a short time agro but as the 
board was largely responsible for the 
present form it could hardly be ex- 
pected to go back on its own work, and 
the matter has been hung »P ever 
since. 
There has been a strong sentiment 


favoring a change in the charter,, and 
the movement lacked only a leader to 
et it underway. 
Now, 
somebody, it matters not who. 


has had a petition drawn up and placed 
In circulation and that is all that is 
needed to start proceedings. 


The 
petition asks 
the municipal 


council to submit to the voters 
the 


question: "Shall 
the 
city, of Lowell 


adopt the form of government known 
as Plan B," etc.? 
Plan B provides for a mayor and 16 


aldermen, six of the latter elected at 
large and the others, one from each 
w-ard. The mayor is given veto power 
and the appointment of heads of de- 
partmertts subject to confirmation bj 
a majority of the aldermen. His salary 
is limited to not more than $5000 per 
yca-r, while that of the aldermen at not 
more than J500 per year. 
In the first 


election the ward aldermen are elected 
for one-year terms and the others for 
two years but after the first year all 
are elected for/two-year terms. 
The 


mayor has the appointment of all heads 
of departments except the city clerk, 
who is elected for a three-year term 
by the aldermen. The powers and du- 
ties of the men elected are 
defined 


much more in detail in Plan B than 
they are under the present 
form
